| ands; and

VHEREAS, A substanti al nunber of these restrictions and
prohibitions violate the National Environmental Policy Act because
public hearings were not, and are not, held prior to enacting these
restrictions and prohibitions; and
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VWHEREAS, Federal policies regardi ng managenent of public | ands have
a profound inpact on the well-being of the citizens of Wshi ngton, and
changes to those policies should be conducted in an open public forum
and

VWHEREAS, The United States Congress has a bill in the Senate, S.
781, and an identical bill in the House of Representatives, HR 586,
entitled, "R ght-to-R de Livestock on Federal Land Act of 2005";

NOW THEREFORE, Your Menorialists respectfully request that the
Congress of the United States enact the R ght-to-R de Livestock on
Federal Land Act of 2005, S. 781 and HR 586.
